It has been estimated that at leas 


174 teachers In the public schools o 
Massachusetts will have attained the 
age of 60 years or over and will taki 
advantage of the retirement system 
which ivtll become operative July 1 
Four Lowell teachers will take ad 
vantage ot the system. 


In order to carry out the provision 


of this new teachers' retirement law 
the state board of education has es 
tlmated that It will need 5S4.QQD. 
The 


state board found, from the reporta 
of the teachers themselves, that 322 
teachers havo attained the age of ffi 
years and it Is considered likely tha 
many more than 122 will take advan- 
tage of the retiring system when its 
operation becomes generally known. 


In a statement the teachers' retire- 


ment association announces the prac 
tlcal operation of the plan. 
Princi- 


pals, superintendents and supervisors 
are now classified: with the teachers 
and are eligible to membership In the 
association. 
All teachers who enter 


tha servlce'for tho first time after the 
law becomes operative must become 
members. 


Tho plan as now outlined provides 


that In the future a member of the re- 
tirement association shall contribuate 


infill part of Ills salary for a term 


of years not exceeding- 30, 
Upon re- 


tiring: at the age, of 60 years or over, 
the teaoher's contributions are to pur- 
chase an annuity. The state will c< 
tribute a pension of equal amount. In 
case of death or withdrawal from the 
service before the ago of 60, refund 


ill be made of all the money tho 


teacher has contributed with, an ad- 
lltlonal allowance of three per cent 
nterest. 
For teachers now In service 


who have served at least 16 years 
the public day schools of Massachu- 
setts, five of which must immediately 
>recode retirement, tho state will guar- 
antee that the total retiring allow- 
ance will be nt least 5300 a year upon 
retiring- from the'service at the age 
of 60 years or over. 


The operation of the new law pro- 


vides that no assessment shall be made 
ess than $35 a year and of not more 
han $100 a year.

mittee of the house of representatives 
which has the proposition directly in 
charger In a-minority report it Is de- 
clared that "the building of a railroad 
between the United St-ilfs and Alaska 
or the construction ol such roads In 
Alaska, has been unattractive to private 
capital, and there Is no appropriate de- 
fense to be advanced for tho launching 
of the federal government into such a 
scheme." 


In addition it is maintained, that there. 


Is a coal supply of 7.000 years' duration 
In the United States and that Wyoming 
has enough for tho United States for 
ten centuries to come. 


Senator Key Pittman of Nevada, who 


Is one of tho most earnest advocates of 
an Alaskan railroad, declares that ordi- 
narily ho would he opposed to govern- 
ment ownership, regarding it ns a 
dangerous political power in our form 
of government A situation Is present- 
ed In Alaska, however, ho believed, 
which would except It from this rulo 
and Justify government construction 
and ownership. 


Alaska, with Us potential wealth and 


Its scenic attractions second to no 
country In tile world, now, after more 
than half a century of ownership by 
the United States, presents transporta- 
tion difficulties to a traveler nnd to the 
resident which are almost insurmount- 
able except In a few isolated Instances.

But tho transportation Is 
not there. 
Alaska's Great Area. 


Few persons who havo not visited 


tbo remarkable country realize Its ex- 
tent or possibilities. 
It Is a region 


needing strong men, of great mountains 
and mammoth rivers rushing down to 
the sea. Its area Is as large as that of 
tho combined slates of Washington. 
Oregon, California, Nevada nnd Ari- 
zona, or, to put It another way, as largo 
as tbo thirteen original states, with tho 
addition of Maine, Vermont, Ohio, In- 
diana, Tennessee, Kentucky and Mich- 
igan, with a few scjuaro miles to spare. 
'These states total-5SG.210 square miles, 
and Alaska stretches over 586,400. 


It Is one-fifth as largo as tho entire 


United States and if placed with Its 
northern boundary along tho northern 
boundary of the United States at Min- 


nesota would extend through • halt a 
dozen and more of the largest states of 
the central west, while its southeastern 
boundary would rest at 
Charleston, 


S. C., and .tho last of the Aleutian Is- 
lands'would bo In the vicinity of tho 
Golden Gate. 


Such Is tho great "mother of the 


north," which was bought from Russia 
in ISST for $7,200.000 and since that 
time has produced $470.309,053 and the 
beginning Is not even reached as yet. 
During tho year 1912 the products of 
tho country totaled 540.354,178. Of this 
amount gold and copper were mined to 
the value of $21,580,000, and fish and 
fur were, worth $18.120,132. 


Its. exports of all kinds during that 


year amounted to 572,741,000. and its 
Imports to 526,753,341. 
Such is the 


country whose surface has just been 
scratched and whoso real development 
has not begun, for which half a century 
ago this government paid a paltry 57,- 
200,000, and then the man who made 


tho purchase was characterized 03 a 
simpleton. 


There are only 465 miles of railroad 


built In all Alaska, and of this but 334 
miles is operated commercially. 
Tho 


remainder consists of 119 abandoned 
and .twelve miles of cannery road. The 
Guggenheim road up the Copper river 
makes 197 miles of the operated mile- 
age. 


In wagon roads and trails tho country 


Is but little better off, with a total for 
tho 
entire territory of 3,511 miles. 


Wagon roads make up 847 miles, winter 
sled roads C45, trails 1.563 and trails 
staked for winter 450 miles. 


During tlie winter months, when the 


days are short and the mercury drops 
low In the tube, these rivers are used 
for roads of travel, and in some In- 
stances communication is more swift 
in tho winter than during the Hummer 
months. 
Nome Is an example of this. 


In the summer for the past few years 
there has been a. mail only once a 


month, except In rare Instances, com- 
ing in from Seattle or San Francisco 
by steamer. 
In the winter the dog 


teams .bring it down the Tanana and 
Yukon from Fairbanks once In two 
weeks, after it reaches the former city 
by way of Valdez or Seward by other 
dog teams. 
Legislators Travel Far. 


Former Governor Walter E. Clark oE 


Alaska in a contributed article tells of 
tho difficulties of tho assembling and 
adjournment of the first legislative as- 
sembly of Alaska In the spring of 1913. 
Natural conditions such as havo had no 
counterpart in human history 
con- 


fronted the members. 


The territory for which this legisla- 


ture was elected to pass laws is prob- 
ably larger than any other political di- 
vision of the earth's surface presided 
over by an ofHcial other than a presi- 
dent or a. sovereign. 
So sparsely set- 


tled IB this great region that it Is esti- 
mated that the number of white per- 


The election of the members of this 


legislature was held in the month of 
November, 1912, eight senators being 
chosen and sixteen representatives. 


Tho election registers, ballots and 


othcr_papera from two of tho four great 
judicial divisions of Alaska had to bo 
transmitted to .Juneau, tho capital, 
through the mails overland in mid- 
midwinter, and complete returns did 
not reach Juneau until Feb. 12, 1913. 
There they were canvassed by the ter- 
ritorial canvassing board. 
Aa Mr. 


Clark says, if, in tho first legislative 
election, the vote had been BO close In 
certain precincts as to promise con- 
tested elections as between two or more 
candidates unfortunate results would 
have followed, for tho necessary slow- 
ness In making returns to the .canvass- 
ng board rendered it Impossible to is- 
sue "election certificates until the mem- 
oers apparently "elected had arrived In 
Juneau for the convening of the legis- 
aturo on .March 3. In this case, how- 
ever! the "face"' returns were so conclu- 
sive there was no likelihood of change. 


The members elected from tho north 


and northwest divisions were obliged 
;o travel over the winter.trail. Several 
of thoso from the northern (Fairbanks) 
livision traveled about 360 miles In 
sleighs operated by 'the stage company 
over the Fairbanks-Vatdcz wagon road, 
hut the senators and representatives 
from tho northwest (Nome) division 
raveled with dog teams from points 


In that division to the head of the stags 
lino at Fairbanks, a distance of from 
700 to 900 miles. 
Then followed the 


sleigh trip of about SCO miles to Vnldea 
and a Journey by steamer from Valdez 
to Juneau of about 690 miles. One of 
the senators from the fourth division 
walked over the frozen trail during one 
stage of his journey several hundred 
miles. 
On the average tho twenty- 


three members who actually attended 
tho first session traveled a distance of 
2,541 miles In order to reach'the capital 
and return to their homes. 
Tho six 


members from 
tho second division 


traveled on tho average 5,514 miles. 
Tho largest one way mileage of any 
member was that of Representative 
Kennedy, 4.019., This latter was tho 
'shortest usually traveled routo'1 in re- 
turning to his homo after the spring 
breakup of the trail. 3n coming to Ju- 
neau his' mileage was 1,959 over the 
winter trails. 
Lane Favors Railroads, 


Secretary of tho Interior I>ane re- 


cently wrote: 


"There is but one way to make any 


country a real part of tho world and 
that Is by building railroads Into It. 
This has been the heart of England's 
policy in Africa, of Russia's policy in 
western Asia and is the prompting hopo 
of tho new movement In China. 
Who- 


ever owns the railways of a country de- 
termines very largely tbe future of that 
country. 


"I am convinced that wo should think 


of Alaska as a land not only of mines 
and fisheries, but of towns, farms, mills 
and ,factories, supporting millions oi 
peoplo of the hardiest and most whole- 
Homo of.the race. If this conception 01 
a possible Alaska Is a true one our leg- 
islation should be such ns to mosl 
surely bring about this possibility. ,It 
seems to mo there Is less of hazard as 
to Alaska's future If the government o,t 
tho United States owns the. railroads, 
which will make its fertile interior val- 
leys accessible from the coast and 
srlng Its coal. Iron, copper and other 
mineral resources within the reach of 
;he world.' 


"This Is a now policy for tho United 


States. Very true. This is a now part 
of tho United • States. 
And 
policies 


jroperly change with new conditions. 
Tho ono determining question In all 


mtters of government should be, "What 
i tho wlso thing to do!' Tho ancient 


method of opening a country was to 
>uild wagon roads. The modern methv 
od is to build railroads."
